SALOON LICENSES

Councilman Curtis yesterday call-
[ed upon the city attorney and re:
questéd him to prepare an ordinance
which, if made law, will add another
burden on the shoulders of the sa-
| loonkeepers.

This proposed ordinance will pro-
vide that in the event any saloon-
keeper i1 convicted keeping  his
place open in violation of the Sunday
closing laws, his license shall stand
revoked, in addition to any fine that
may he imposed.
